Nixon,  Lodge  Fly  To 
Confer  With  Ike  After 
Washington  Talks 


NEWPORT,  R.  I.,  Aug.  1 
(UPI) — Vice  President  Richard 
M.  Nixon  and  running  mate 
Henry  Cabot  Ladge  flew  here  to 
confer  with  President  Eisenhow- 
er today  after  five  hours  of  cam- 
paign strategy  talks  with  GOP 
leaders  in  Washington. 

Nixon  and  Lodge  left  Wash- 
ington by  plane  at  3:51  p.m. 
(EDT)  and  arrived  here  about 
two  hours  later. 

SUBJECTS  UP  for  discussion 
here  included  what  Eisenhower’s 
role  will  be  in  the  campaign  and 
what  strategy  to  recommend  to 
GOP  house  and  senate  leaders 
when  the  Democratic  congress 
reconvenes  next  week. 

Democrats  are  pledged  to  new 
defense  and  welfare  proposals 
liely  to  prove  expense  but  popu- 
lar in  this  election  year. 

Nixon  arrived  at  the  Presi- 
dent’s vacation  headquarters 
already  under  attack  by  Sen. 
John  F.  Kennedy’s  Democratic 
presidential  headquarters  as 
“a  political  captain  leaving  the 
sinking  ship”  through  repudia- 
tion of  administration  defense 
and  farm  programs. 

Sources  here  said  Nixon  and 
Lodge  would  discuss  with  Eisen- 
hower what  the  President  pro- 
poses to  tell,  and  ask,  the  recon- 
vened congress. 

EISENHOWER  has  hinted  that 
he.  might  have  new  defense  pro- 
posals of  his  own,  geared  to  the 
tough  new  attitudes  of  Soviet 
leaders. 

Before  the  candidates  left 
Washington,  Nixon  aides  said 
that  the  Vice  President  and 
Lodge  planned  to  “blanket  the 
United  States  like  it  has  never 
been  blanketed  before.”  It  will 
be,  they  said,  the  “best  coordi- 


nated campaign  in  presidential 
history.” 

NIXON  WILL  remain  in 
Washington  while  congress  is  in 
session,  the  aides  said,  including 
“any  Saturdays.”  They  said  Nix- 
on believed  that  Kennedy  and 
his  running  mate.  Sen.  Lyndon 
B.  Johnson,  also  should  devote 
their  full  time  to  congressional 
sessions. 

Eisenhower’s  hints  about  new 
defense  proposals  could  take 
part  of  the  heat  off  Nixon,  who 
is  faced  with  reconciling  loyalty 
to  the  President’s  program  and 
the  need  to  match  Democratic 
demands  for  more  defense. 

Nixon  also  has  a farm  prob- 
lem to  discuss'  with  Eisenhower 
in  view  of  Democratic  insistence 
upon  more  help  for  farmers. 
Nixon  has  broken  with  Eisen- 
hower’s agriculture  secretary, 
Ezra  Taft  Benson. 

THE  VICE  PRESIDENT  came 
under  fire  in  a joint  statement 
by  five  Democratic  governors 
and  three  Democratic  senators 
that  had  the  approval  of  Ken- 
nedy. The  statement  recalled 
that  Nixon  had  agreed  with  New 
York  Gov.  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller 
on  the  need  for  increased  de- 
fense spending — a stand  in  con- 
flict with  that  of  Eisenhower. 

Eisenhower  also  met  today 
with  the  National  Security 
Council,  apparently  to  consid- 
er the  continuing  crisis  in  the 
Congo  and  other  matters. 
Clare  H.  Timbeflake,  U.  S. 
Ambassador  to  the  Congo,  was 
among  non-council  members 
summoned  to  the  meeting. 

The  President,  back  at  his  va- 
tion  headquarters  after  trips  to 
Chicago  and  Denver,  played  golf 
in  sunny  weather  this  morning 
at  the  Newport  Country  Club. 
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THE  ABOVE  PICKUP  was  struck  by  a Corvette  at  First

Who'll  Tell  the  Family  . 


Parents,  It  Could  Happen  to  Your' 
Children;  Driver,  Not  Car  Is 
Responsible  For  Auto  Accidents 


How  would  you  go  about  tell- 
ing a mother  and  father  their 
son  had  just  been  killed  in  a 
wreck?  At  this  point  it  matters 
little  who  caused  it. 

The  above  presents  a problem 
faced  daily  across  our  country. 
It  is  a commonplace  one  and  dif- 
ficult to  handle.  It  gets'  to  be 
almost  boring  to  ignore  the  si- 
lence at  the  .other  end  of  the 
phone — a silence  not  nearly  as 
dead  as  the  one  you  have  just 
experienced  at  the  scene  of  the 
accident.  This  is  the  simple  part. 

THE  TOUGH  part  is  to  get 
across  to  the  parents  of  children 
living  today  that  the  odds  are 
pretty  good  someone  in  their 
family  will  be  injured  and  may- 
be killed  by  an  automobile.  Have 
you  been  passing  the  word 
along?  The  driver,  not  the  car, 
is  responsible  for  the  killing. 
Maybe  a quick  little  trip  to  the 


Does  Your  Car  Handle  Like  A Nightmare? 
Be  Sure  Your  Shock  Absorbers  Are  Safe 


Some  cars  handle  like  a dream. 
Others  act  more  like  a night- 
mare. They  buck,  they  wobble, 
they  fight  the  steering  mechan- 
ism. Sometimes  it  seems  as  if 
they  purposely  seek  out  the 
worst  bumps  in  the  road  just  to 
test  their  owners’  endurance. 

IN  SOME  respects  a car  is 
very  much  like  the  human  body. 
When  it  begins  to  act  up  chances 
are  that  something  is  radically 
wrong.  And  more  often  than 
not,  the  trouble  can  be  traced  to

the  neglected  and  unsuspected 
parts. 

One  of  the  least  understood 
causes  of  automobile  accidents 
and  deterioration  stems  from 
worn-out  shock  absorbers.  Many 
car  owners  who  are  normally 
careful  to  replace  damaged  parts 
tend  to  ignore  these  small  but 
vital  gadgets,  because  they  feel 
i that  they  are  hardly  a necessity. 
After  all,  they  say,  shock  ab- 
sorbers merely  insure  a smooth- 
er ride.  Why  should  I spend 
money  on  a luxury? 

There’s  no  question  that  shock 
absorbers  do  provide  a more 
comfortable  ride.  On  new  cars,  ^ 
they  are  responsible  for  that 
“floating-in-the-clouds”  feeling, . 
a feeling  which  quickly  dimin-! 
ishes  as  the  car  passes  the  20,000 
mile  mark.  It  is  then  that  bumps 
; and  gullies  are  felt  with  increas- 
ing regularity. 

IT  COULD  easily  be  argued 
that  comfort  is  hardly  a luxury. 
On  long  and  tiring  trips,  it  can 
prevent  the  usual  exhaustion 
produced  by  uneven  roads  and 
bumpy  highways.  It  makes  all 
traveling  more  pleasant  and  en- 
joyable. 

Bus  comfort  is  far  from  the 
principal  reason  for  checking 
have  proved  that  faulty  shocks 
are  a great  danger  to  driver 
safety.  In  a report  issued  by  the 
Rayco  Mfg.  Co.,  leading  special- 
ists in  shock  absorber  installa- 
tion, the  following  effects  of  bad 
shocks  were  noted: 

1.  WHEEL  bounce  is  complete- 
ly uncontrolled.  Wheels  actually 
leave  the  ground,  making  steer- 
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ing  extremely  difficult  often  re- 
sulting in  loss  of  driver  control. 

2.  SIDESWAY  and  skidding  is 
increased.  On  a curve,  or  a high 
speeds,  this  can  easily  produce 
collision  or  upset. 

3.  CARS  will  often  jump  so 
violently  on  bumps  that  the  driv- 
er and  passengers  may  hit  the 
roof. 

4.  WHEEL  “shimmy”  will  oc- 
cur frequently,  straining  the 
springs  severely  or  snapping 
them. 

5.  TIRES  are  required  to  ab- 
sorb extra  shocks  causing  rapid 
wear  and  deterioration. 

Shock  absorbers  are  probably 
the  cheapest  insurance  against 
serious  highway  accidents.  At 
Rayco,  for  example,  installation 
is  free. 

THE  GREATEST  danger  of 
all  is  that  defective  shock  ab- 
sorbers often  go  unnoticed  be- 
cause the  efficiency  decrease  is 
slow  and  gradual.  A trained  me- 
chanic can  easily  check  this  by 
a finger-test  for  leaking  oil 
around  the  cylinder.  If  oil  is 
present  this  means  that  the  seal 
is  shot  and  the  hydraulic  action 
gone;  in  other  words,  a danger- 
ous situation  exists. 

If  your  car  has  shown  signs 
of  weariness  lately,  don’t  wait 
for  an  accident,  check  your 
shock  absorbers  now.  New  ones 
may  save  your  tires  and  your 
springs — or  even  your  life. 


morgue  will  serve  as  a teaching 
aid. 

How  about  your  own  driving 
habits?  Slipped  through  a stop 
sign  lately?  How  about  that  yel- 
low light — it  means  caution,  re- 
member? Getting  pretty  good  at 
squeezing  in  that  extra  five 
miles  over  the  posted  limit? 
Just  a thought,  but  every  time 
you  break  a law  you  are  not 
only  proving  yourself  to  be  im- 
mature, irresponsible  and  impo- 
lite but  you  have  first  priority 
as  a potential  killer.  The  guilt. 
How  do  you  reconcile  yourself 
to  the  fact  that  you  have  been 
responsible  for  a death  or 
deaths? 

You’re  reading  this  with 
about  as  much  attention  as  you 
pay  to  the  distance  between  you 
and  the  car  ahead.  In  both  cases 
you  won’t  get  the  full  meaning 
until  you  literally  feel  the  im- 
pact of  the  accident.  Let’s  hope 
the  first  one  is  minor — that  will 
increase  your  chance  of  its  being 
the  last  one.  Maybe  it  will  give 
you  some  idea  of  what  it  is  like 
to  be  responsible  for  a loaded- 
two-ton  weapon  traveling  down 
the  highway  at  fifty  miles  an 
hour. 

YOU  ARE  being  watched. 
Have  you  noticed?  Not  the  po- 
lice, your  children.  They  have 
been  watching  you  all  their  lives. 
They  will  imitate,  more  than 
you  or  they  realize,  what  you  do. 
When  you  crow  about  spotting  a 
cop  up  the  road  in  time  to  slow 
down  and  avoid  a ticket,  you 
are  being  watched.  Congratula- 
tions! You  may  have  just  signed 


the  death  warrant  of  your  chil-' 
dren — if  they  live  through  your 
driving. 

Some  among  you  have  never  V' 
had  an  accident  and  don’t  feel 
you  fit  any  of  the  above  pat-i 
terns,  there  are  many  others  but 
we’ll  give  you  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt  and  say  you’re  near  per-I 
feet.  That’s  not  good  enough. 
Perfect  people  get  killed  too.. 
There  is  more  than  one  tomb-, 
stone  with  the  inscription  of 
the  innocent,  “Here  lies  the  guy 
who  had  the  right  of  way.” 

We  tell  ourselves  that  it  is  the 
“other  guy.”  Who  do  we  think 
we  are  kidding?  You  and  I are 
the  other  guy.  You  are  the  other 
guy  for  me  and  I am  the  other 
guy  for  you. 

SAFETY  STARTS  at  homei 
When  road  safety  has  been 
taught  at  home,  then  we  have  a 
right  to  work  on  the  “other 
guy.”  When  there  are  no  more 
other  guys  running  around  loos^ 
we  can  rest.  For  a split  secondl. 
One  doesn’t  get  any  rest  in  this 
sort  of  thing.  We  write  lettersj 
Talk  to  anyone  who  will  listen. 
We  have  our  children  memorizej 
and  realize  the  fact  that  40, 
people  are  killed  and  more  than’ 
a million  injured  by  automobiles 
in  this  country  each  and  every^ 
year. 

What  are  you  going  to  do' 
about  it?  As  things  are  going  the 
odds  will  catch  up  with  you 
sooner  or  later.  I’m  not  worriodJl 
It’s  always  the  other  guy,  40,000; 
other  guys.

Out  of  the  welter  of  conflicting  stories  regarding  the 
expansion  of  existing  major  leagues  in  baseball  or  the  addi- 
tion of  a third  major  league,  comes  this  disturbing  thought 
to  this  reporter. 

Won’t  a great  many  records  and  standards  that  have 
been  a part  of  the  baseball  tradition  be  shunted  aside? 

FOR  EXAMPLE,  since  we’ve  been  following  baseball 
in  the  majors  (too  many  years),  the  154  game  schedule  has 
been  in  force.  Now  we  don’t  know  how  schedules  are  drawn 
up  but  can  the  same  number  of  games  be  slated  if  the  leagues 
expand  to  10  clubs  as  seems  to  be  very  likely? 

There  isn’t  a more  hallowed  record  in  the  field  of  sport 
nor  one  which  has  repelled  as  many  pretenders  as  Babe  Ruth’s 
60  home  runs  in  1927.  This,  of  course,  was  set  in  154  games. 

Too,  Cleveland’s  record  of  111  games  won  in  a single 
season  would  be  put  away  n the  proverbial  mothballs'  if  the 
schedule  were  lengthened  to  accommodate  more  ball  clubs. 

But  when  one  considers  the  deep-seated  traditions  that 
have  already  been  tossed  aside  such  as  the  invasion  of  the 
West  Coast  by  the  National  League,  and  the  awarding  of 
American  League  franchises  to  Kansas  City  and  Baltimore, 
maybe  we  should  be  more  resilient  to  change.
